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Claim 46 (Original): The liquid crystal display of Claim 45 wherein the color Images 
are red, blue and green. 

Claim 47 (New): The process of Claim 14, wherein the donor element further 
comprises a base element comprising a support and a heating layer. 

Claim 48 (New): The process of Claim 47, wherein the donor element further 
comprises an ejection or subbing layer between the support and the heating layer. 

Claim 49 (New): The process of Claim 14, wherein the crosslinkable binder is a 
polymer prepared by emulsion polymerization or solution polymerization. 

Claim 50 (New): The process of Claim 49 wherein the crosslinkable binder is 
prepared from monomers selected from the group consisting of acrylic acid and 
esters, methacryiic acid and esters, and styrene. 

Clalm 51 (Now): The process of Claim 14 wherein the colorant Is a pigment. 

Claim 52 (New): The process of Claim 51 , wherein the pigment Is selected from the 
group consisting of metal-containing phthalocyanines and halogenated derivatives, 
anthraquinones, pyrazolones, aoetoacetyl monoazos. bisazos, and methines. 
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
